ticeable degree the New Hampshire 
election reports of the morning. A 
total of 207 towns and cities in the etate 
give Rollins 35,118 and Stone 28,243. 
As the towns yet to be -heard from are 
for the most part nominally democratic, 
a plurally for Rollins of ab:mt 7000 
votes in the state may be looked for. 


Sulloway had 16,902 and Knowlton 


10,101 in all but twenty-three towns 
and wards of the First Congressional 
district, and the partisans of "the Tall 
Pine" are claiming 2000 majority for 
him. 


One hundred and seven towns of the 


Second district give Clarke 18,695 and 
Daniell H.052. A majority of 5000 will 
be abont the figure of Clarke's major- 
ity. 


Democratic gains in the House of 


Representatives will bring the party 
membership up to over 100, but the sen- 
ate will be strongly republican. It was 
upon this body, evidently, that the re- 
publicans 
concentrated their efforts. 


The First district is close, with the 
chances 
favoring Major Murston of 


Berlin, the democratic nominee. Gerry 
in the Fifth and Morse in the Twenty- 
third are hnrd pushed, but Chutel, in 
the Eighteenth, baa a good majority. 


Complete returns have not J et been 


received from Merrimack county, but 
Ahern is in all probability elected sher- 


iff, with the board of commissioners in 
doubt. There is also a question as to 
the control of the Coos board of county 
officers. 


In sections of the state where the de- 


velopment sentiment is strongest, the 
democrats made 
their most notable 


gains, capturing some towns which have 
always heretofore been firm in the re- 
publican column. 


Perhaps the most gratifying feature 


of the election to democrats is the ma- 
jority whii'h Manchester gave to Stone 
and Kuowlton, demonstrating as it does 
the sure drift toward democracy of 
the Queen City of the state.
